Washington.—The result of a series 
of experiments conducted by the De­ 
partment of tlie interior engineers to 
ascertain the effect of back pressure 
on th e production 
of oil and gas are 
outlined in a paper by T. E. Swigart 
and C. li. Bopp, and recently issueu by 
th e bureau of mines. Th e experimental 
work was designed especially to deter­ 
mine h ow far th e gas production of an 
oil well can be curtailed waile th e 
sand still contains plenty oi gas, wh ich 
can th us be saved to do work during 
th e later life of th e well. 
“Yinuaii.v all oil men agree th at 
‘wh en rite gas is g-me' th e average 
* d well, except one th at produces un 
uer a ‘water dead,’ is practically ex­ 
h austed,” say th e engineers. 
“Experi­ 
enced "il men agree th at if gas could 
be conserved am! th e rock pressure in 
th e oil sand th us sustained above th e 
usual level, the* llovv of gas would de­ 
cline more slowly. 
Tins, of course, 
would result in a greater total yltimnte 
production of oil from each well. 
“To h old back pressures on pumping 
wells will cut down th e daily gas’ pro­ 
duction as well as th e total number of 
cubic feet of gas produced with each 
barrel of oil. Th e practical application 
of th e back-pressure meth od is lim­ 
ited. h owever. 
Th e 
amount of back­ 
pressure tim; can be h eld also depends 
on a number of variable factors diffi- 
eult to weigh until actual experiments 
are made.

well.

cannot be recommended to such an op­ 
erator unless h is neigh bors will put 
on pressure also.

“As regards th e application of back 
pressure in th e field, th e need for care­ 
fully regulating pressure and deter­ 
mining efficiency is paramount.

sh od operating meth ods are almost 
certain to fail wh olly or at least part­ 
ly. 
Experience gained in th e bureau 
of

tests 
leads

lief th at n careful study of cond tions, 
combined with frequent simple field 
tests, would enable an operator tc« ob­ 
tain good results. 
“Oil and water must h e gauged ac­ 
curately. 
Th e daily gauges of nearby 
wells and of th e lease also sh ould be 
watch ed. 
“ The casing-head gas production of 
wells or units of more than one well 
Is 
quite as important as the oil produc­ 
tion because upon both depends the 
efficiency of the method. Tlie operator 
will have to choose the best method 
available for measuring gas produc­ 
tion. 
Under ordinary circumstances 
the head-line gas production will not 
be lnrge enough to warrant careful 
measurement, particularly If gas an­ 
chors are Installed before the tests arc 
started.” 
The back-pressure method of han­ 
dling wells is not recommended by the 
bureau of mines for Indiscriminate use. 
Tn many localities it will he practical. 
The bureau feels, however, that these 
tests Indicate the possibilities of hold­ 
ing pressure and increasing the effi­ 
ciency of production of oil. 
The bu­ 
reau adds that the chances for Increas­ 
ing the ultimate oil production seem to 
warrant consideration of this or other 
improved methods that may be devel­ 
oped.

Finds Skull o f “ Missing 
Link” in So uth Africa 
Cape Town, South Africa.—W hat Is 
believed to he the “missing link” has 
been discovered In South Africa. 
It 
is a skull of a creature which was 
neither anthropoid ape nor human 
being, but an 
Intermediate between 
both forms of brain power. 
The dis­ 
covery was made by Raymond Dart, 
professor of anatomy in Watersrand 
university, last November in a lime 
cliff nine miles southwest of Gaungs, 
Bechuanaland. 
It was burled at a 
depth of 50 feet. 
The find included 
fossilized bone and a cast of the brain 
and bones, impressed in the limestone. 
Professor Dart, who has been in­ 
vestigating his discovery at Johannes- 
| burg, said the skull was that of a 
j creature which was not a human be- 
j ing, yet was much more intelligent 
than the gorilla or chimpanzee, which 
are the highest type of living apes. 
This creature was unable to talk, but

New York .—Fully 37 per cent o r ap­ 
proximately 12,000 school children un­ 
dergoing vision tests conducted by the 
United States public health service 
were found to have defective ey es with 
less than standard vision, according to 
a statement by the Ey e Sight Conserva­ 
tion Council of America, which, analy z­ 
ing the results, calls such conditions 
deplorable as constituting neglect of 
ey esight in the nation’s schools. 
One-tenth of the children examined | 
under the direction of I>r. Taliaferro 
Clark , in charge of field investigation 
in child hy giene, had one-half standard 
vision or less in one or both ey es. Only 
10 per cent of those badly in need of 
glasses, it was pointed out, were pro­ 
vided with them. 
The tests, part of a general phy sical 
examination made by officers of the 
public health service, according to a 
report of the service, 
compiled 
by 
Selwy n D. Collins, associate statisti­ 
cian, embraced 9,245 native white chil­ 
dren from six to sixteen y ears of age 
in four Eastern areas; Spartanburg, 
South Carolina, and nearby villages, 
Frederick 
county , 
Mary land; 
New 
Castle county , Delaware, and Nassau 
county , New York . 
In addition, 2,535 
white children underwent examination 
in Cecil county , Mary land. 
Us e Simple Te s ts . 
The results of the visual acuity tests, 
made with standard test ty pe include, 
it is stated, only the manifest defects.

which does not touch Polish territory 
between Marienburg nnd Danzig.
